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SECRET MEETINGS BETWEEN THE FBI AND MILITIA 

LEADERS

Militia leaders from across the United 
States and Federal Bureau of Investigation 
task-force supervisors met m a remote location 
south of Ellis County [Texas], April 4. 

One source said "this is not the first secret 
meeting between the government officials and 
various militia factions" 

The meeting was called for by the FBI and 
the alleged militia-FBI go-between, Raymond 
Smith. The meetings have been taking place for 
over three years, with this meeting being the 
third meeting since January. 

In the early hours of Apnl 4. an alleged 
member of the local militia volunteered the 
location of the jomt meeting with the FBI and 
various militia groups. The source feared there 
might be "action taken against militia members 
by the FBI at the meeting site." 

The meeting was held m a empty school 
room in Dew, Texas, approximately one-hour 
south of Ferris, just south of Fairfield off 
Interstate 45. The building the meeting took 
place in was located off a rural road. 

A row of unmarked government cars lmed 
the parking area in front of the otherwise empty- 
complex, near the secret meeting. 

Members of the various militia groups at 
first declined to allow access to reporting of the 
event, but after reminding the unidentified 
participants the media also has rights under the 
Constitution, permission was granted by the 
militia to observe the meeting, but without 
cameras or recording devices within the 
building. Part of the meeting was recorded on 
audio tape before being reminded not to use 
recording equipment. 

Smith, an electrical contractor from nearby 
Teague. Texas, said the meeting was private 
and the folks involved have worked real hard at 
bringing these meetings together, so they 
(militia) would prefer the story of the meeting 
not to be published. 


Local law enforcement officers in 
attendance asked for the camera, but did not 
attempt to confiscate the equipment. 

FBI Special Agent m Charge, Danny A. 
Defenbaugh, had recently been transferred by 
Washington DC, from the Oklahoma bombing 
investigation to head various FBI bureau 
task-force officers m Texas. 

" We, the FBI here in Texas , have met 
with concerned citizens on a number of 
occasions over the last three years , 
specifically the different militias that have 
been organized here I just came off the 
Oklahoma City bombing. I was in charge of 
that over the last two and a-half years. I have 
lived out of a suitcase the last 33 months. I 
wanted to meet them and show them I'm a 
human being , " said Defenbaugh. 

"Our reason to meet with them (militia) is 
to try to show them the facts, rather than 
believing some of the conspiracy theories out 
on the internet Some of these groups think 
the FBI is out to get them. I want to reassure 
them that is not the case , " he said. 

FBI Special Agent Chuck McCormick, a 
task-force squad supervisor heading the Austin 
bureau, said the militia group representatives 
and government officials need to continue 
having meetmgs and working together to 
achieve more understanding. 

McCormick said he worked in what agents 
called the "pit," a duty' designed to sift for the 
smallest body parts, after the Oklahoma 
bombing. 

He recalled the " horror of separating 
children 's legs, hands and hearts and placing 
them in a freezer unit " 

"Through no fault of their own, they 
(victims) died because some groups made a 
statement, " McCormick said. 

A member of a militia group (declined to 
give his name) asked Defenbaugh why the 
militia is not more involved with task-force 
operations. Defenbaugh said they (militia) don't 
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want to be associated with various unrelated 
terrorist groups like a black hate group out of 
Miami, known for choppmg the heads off of 
white people. 

"The only function the militia has is to 
protect the Constitution and the Bill of 
Rights. When they start violating the rights 
like they did with Koresh and Randy Weaver, 
this is where we should be involved. 

"Up in Montana, they (federal agents) 
handled the situation right, they • waited them 
out, but the Freemen, their constitutional 
rights were violated and the militia should be 
involved, " he said. 

A militia spokesman said when you haul in 
the military , like in Waco, they broke the law 
and stepped on people’s constitutional rights. In 
response to this claim. Defenbaugh asked, 
" What military, you just said you would not 
bring up Waco. Waco is over, what's your 
bitch r 

McCormick said, " Revisiting Waco, a 
million times or more , there is nothing we 
can do to change it. Agents used even 
resource available to them at the time and 
there was no question the children in the 
Waco compound were being abused and 
absolutely would be killed if authorities did 
not act. " 

A member who identified himself as a 
member of the militia from the Tyler area said. 
"Because of the media, a lot of people think 
[militia] members are nuts, but the fact is, we 
are concerned citizens who think our 
government is breaking constitutional laws 
and we need to monitor them, so we can keep 
our freedom. " 

McCormick said, " We don f t quit on a case 
(referring to the Oklahoma killings). When we 
can't do anything else, we put together the 
body parts of your loved ones, so you can give 
them a proper burial All because someone 
takes away the victims' constitutional rights 
and the freedon to breathe " 

Members of the militia asked FBI agents 
about President Clinton's involvement in the 
task-force structure. Defenbaugh said the 
President and other parts of government have 
mandated agencies to fight back and stop 
terrorist acts. wherein instruments of 


mass-destruction are used, to include biological 
and chemical weapons. 

Dallas FBI Supervisory Special Agent John 
Fraga said, "We could not do our job without 
the support of the American people. " 

Militia members and FBI agents broke for a 
home cooked lunch, provided by the members 
of the militia, then returned to address other 
issues of interest to members of the meetings. 

A few aditional items talked about included, 
the sightings of trucks with Chinese markings 
on them traveling between Fairfield and the 
Dallas-Fort Worth area, and the silent importing 
of Kurds ffon Iraq by the U.S. government, to 
the Fort Hood area. 

A militia member said there was a 
representive from the U. S. State Department 
attending the meeting, but confirmation could 
not be made through the FBI. 

While leaving the meeting site, Agent Fraga 
said, "You're not going to quote us from this 
meeting , are you?" The reporter explained to 
the FBI agent, " The media needs to report the 
facts . " 

ADDING INSULT TO INJURY

Last April, Graham Knowland, a 
45 -year-old state employee and father of two 
wrote a $2,600 check to the IRS for his 1996 
income taxes. Knowland got a copy of the 
canceled check, showing that the IRS had 
received and deposited it. 

But nearly a year later, the IRS notified him 
that agency records show him to be a tax 
evader. In the last couple of months, the IRS 
told Knowland and his wife that the agency can't 
find the $2,600~and even a copy 7 of the 
canceled check isn't good enough to get them off 
the hook. 

"This really floored me," Knowland said. 
"I've paid this tax in good faith, the government 
deposited my check, and now has lost the 
money. I asked the woman from the IRS, ’You 
want me to find the money 7 ?' and she replied, 
'Yes, that's about it.'" 

In a phone conversation last month, an IRS 
official told Knowland it is up to him to find the 
money or write a new check for $2,600. And 
while he decides what to do, the IRS says he has 
failed to pay his taxes and his file is labeled 
"under investigation" 

He said the IRS official told him: "As far as 
we're concerned, your account is in default. If 
you can't find your money 7 , we'll expect you to 
make good on it." v 

IRS spokeswoman Diane Stackhouse 
acknowledged that the agency holds Knowland 
responsible for tracking down the money 


because it blames his bank for paying the funds 
to the wrong account. 

She said the IRS did receive Knowland’s 
$2,600 and deposited it in the agency's bank, 
Mellon Bank. She said the agency's research 
indicated that the check was cashed, but "his 
bank paid it out to someone else." 

But a spokesman for Knowland's bank, 
BankBoston, said its internal inquiry shows 
nothing of the sort. Bruce Spitzer said 
BostonBank records indicate that Knowland's 
$2,600 landed in Mellon Bank. 

"There's no question Mellon Bank received 
the money and it was debited out of his 
account," Spitzer said. 

Spitzer said BostonBank officials have 
looked at the codes on the back of Knowland's 
canceled check and they indicate that the funds 
went to Mellon Bank. If Mellon Bank did not 
put the money 7 in the IRS account and 
mistakenly put it elsewhere, that is an issue 
beyond BankBoston's control. 

So far, Knowland hasn't sent another check 
to the IRS. 

THE ROARING TWENTIES:

Two periods of American history that stand 
out in the mind of Americans and foreigners 
alike would the Western Era, with its Jesse 
Jameses and Wyatt Earps, and the Gangster 
Era, with its A1 Capones and G-men. 

Congress' implementation of Prohibition 
gave birth to our Gangster Era. Could our 
government be planning to give us another 
Gangster Era Part EH? Some members of the 
Libertarian Party think so. 

" A federal proposal to raise the price of 
cigarettes by $ 1.10 a pack [Clinton wants to 
raise it to $1.50 a pack] may not reduce 
teenage smoking— but it will probably leave 
dead bodies Uttering America's streets and be 
financial bonanza for organized crime f " the 
Libertarian Party warned Feb. 2. 

"This will be the most deadly tax increase 
in American history , " said national chairman, 
Steve Dasbach. 

"This tax will boost the price of cigarettes 
so much that they'll become irresistible to 
criminal gangs. This tobacco tax could 
launch another Golden Age of organized 
crime— which is what happened in Europe 
and Canada when similar tax hikes were 
enacted 

"This cigarette tax hike is a recipe for 
Prohibition III— following the same 
blood-soaked trail as alcohol prohibition and 
drug prohibition. And previous experiments 
in prohibition have shown that law-abiding 


citizens will suffer and criminals will 
prosper. " 

Dasbach gave an example of how high 
cigarettes taxes resulted in a rise in crime: 

In Germany's capital "the smuggling of 
cigarettes [caused] a surge in gangland-style 
executions and turf wars [that] made Berlin 
streets more dangerous that at any time since 
World War II" reported the Washington 
Times. " Authorities fear that cigarette 
trafficking is leading to crime empires 
dealing in extortion , prostitution , stolen cars, 
drugs, and weapons, " said the Times. 

Detlef Schade, a police detective in Berlin 
said, "People are being executed in cold 
blood in their apartments and in broad 
daylight on the streets, on subways platforms, 
in front of hundreds of witnesses. " 

"Turf battles between the Vietnamese 
gangs that control street-level sales have been 
blamed for the deaths of 40 Vietnamese, 15 in 
Berlin alone [in 1996]," reported USA Today?. 
These killings are "the latest episode in a 
bloody gang war over Berlin ’s lucrative trade 
in smuggled cigarettes. " 

USA Today reported that a truck loaded 
with 50,000 cartons of cigarettes is worth 
$550,000. 

Syndicated columnist Bruce Bartlett wrote 
that: "One-fourth of the world's cigarettes are 
now smuggled across national borders to 
evade taxes and tariffs. Governments are 
losing $16 billion per year in tax revenues— a 
figure likely to rise as organized crime 
becomes a larger player in the business of 
smuggling smokes. In Italy alone, organized 
crime is said to make $ 500 million per year 
smuggling cigarettes. " 

When the Canadian government raised the 
tax on cigarettes 146% to 75 cents a pack back 
in 1991, Reason magazine reported that: "The 
result was an invitation to organized crime 
Mohawk Indians from tribes along the 
U.S.— Canada border, biker gangs, and Asian 
Triads smuggled cigarettes across the border 
in boats, airplanes, trucks, legitimate courier 
companies and snowmobiles. By the end of 
1993, nearly one in three cigarettes were 
contraband. " Things became so bad in Canada 
that Prime Minister Jean Chretian said that the 
cigarette tax "...threatened the very fabric of 
Canadian society." The cigarette tax was 
rolled back to reduce the smuggling trade. 

"But Washington politicians seem 
determined to ignore the lessons of Canada 
and Europe, and inflict the same bloody 
crime wave on America, " said Dasbach. 

Closing note: Maybe Washington isn't 
ignoring the lessons— perhaps it's just what they 7 
w r ant. An increase in crime because of a higher 
cigarette tax will result in more "crime"

DOJ RESPONDS TO NJM’s 
SECOND LETTER

Dear [Deleted] 

This responds briefly to your letter of 
March 26, 1998. 

Article III of the Constitution provides that 
it is the U.S. judiciary that is vested with the 
authority to resolve cases arising imder the 
Constitution and laws of the United States. In 
this context, it is the judiciary 7 that is charged 
with the responsibility' of interpreting the 
meaning of the Second Amendment. In 


discharging this responsibility, the judiciary has 
not vacillated. Its interpretation of that 
provision has been long-standing and 
consistent. 

As you no doubt understand, the 
Constitution divides the responsibilities of 
government among co-equal branches which is 
not alarming that some highly respected 
members of the legislative branch may disagree 
with the judiciary's interpretation of he Second 
Amendment.

"... responsibilities of government among 
co-equal branches which serve as checks on 
the power of each other " is totally erroneous.

EQUAL JUSTICE FOR ME, 
BUT NOT FOR THEE 

Imagine this scenario: You're a member of 
the New Jersey Militia and you get busted with 
a fully automatic MAC- 10 machine gun. What 
do you think the consequences would be? 
Before you answer, consider the following story. 

"A Camden County Park Police sergeant 
who was suspended in June 1996 after he was 
charged with illegally possessing a machine 
gun was sentenced to one year probation and 
fined $155 yesterday. Richard D. Frisch , 45, 
of Erial, who resigned from the park police in 
February, declined to comment as he left 
Camden County Superior Court with his 
attorney , Saul J. Steinberg. 

"Assistant Camden County Prosecutor 
Joel H. Aronow said that investigators with 
the New Jersey State Police linked Frisch to 
two MAC-10 Avenger machine guns, 
manufactured by flatten Arms. The weapons 
had been modified from semi-automatic to 
fully automatic, " reported Ed Olsen, 
Philadelphia Inquirer staff writer April 25. 

One year probation and a $155 fme-for 
possessing two machine guns? Maybe for a 
police officer, but don't expect a 
slap-on-the-wrist sentence if you're caught with 
one-or two. Another strange twist in this story 
is that no federal charges were leveled against 
Frisch. If he had been a member of the NJM the 
BATF would've been all over him like a bad 
odor. 

We never heard of Saul Steinberg, but it 
may be a good move to get his phone number 
and keep it for possible future reference. He's 
one hell of an attorney to pull this off. 


File Cabinet Holds $650 
Billion in Social Security 
Promises 

Next to Joanna Penn's desk in a one-story 
brick building near the Ohio river in 
Parkersburg, West Virginia, is a locked file 
cabinet. They keep it locked because inside that 
file cabinet are folders containing 162 pieces of 
paper that represent Treasury bonds worth $650 
billion. You heard right; I said $650 billion. 
These are in effect the lOUs the U.S. 
government has left for the $650 billion it has 
borrowed from Social Security's trust fund to 
use for other things. 

The Social Security trust fund is in pretty 
good shape right now because right now there 
are more people working and putting into the 
fund than there are people retired and getting 
money' from the fund. But that's not going to 
last long. Pretty soon, when the baby boomers 
start retiring, it won't be long before there are 
more people retired and getting money from the 
trust fluid than there are people working and 
putting into the fund. And that is when Social 
Security will need to cash in some of the lOUs 
that have been piling up since the government 
started borrowing from the fund to pay for 
things it didn’t want to raise taxes to pay for. 
The trust fund is sort of a nest egg that looks 
pretty big right now, but Social Security will 
need to tap the money that it's been lending the 
U.S. Treasuiy all these years, and after a while, I 
even that trust fund won't be enough. 

The Treasury securities represented by the 
documents in the file cabinet that stands there 
next to Joanna Penn's desk in her cubicle at 
Parkersburg, West Virginia, are considered 
gold-plated investments because they are, after 
all, backed by the full faith and credit of the 
U.S. government. But just between y ou and me, 
they're fakes. They 7 are pseudo bond 
certificates. For decades now. Treasury’ 
securities haven't been something that investors 
could hold in their hands. Instead, the bonds are 
handled through a computerized system of book 
entries. But about three years ago, perhaps 
feeling guilty about the way it was raiding the 
trust fund, Congress decided the American 
people needed reassurance that there's really 
something there, so every' month Ms. Penn 
makes up these non-negotiable Treasury bonds 
on her computer right there on her desk, prints 
them on a laser printer around the comer from 
her cubicle, then goes to the file cabinet, puts 
them in there, along with the others, totaling 
$650 billion. Not that they’d be worth anything 
to anyone who stole them, but she would hate to 
have to make up and print out another $650 
billion worth. So she tucks the new ones in 
their folder, closes the drawer and locks it.

To Russia with Love 

After 45 Cold War years of hoping Russian 
soldiers would be poorly trained and unreliable 
the U.S. Defense Special Weapons Agency' is 
taking steps to ensure they are, in fact, ready for 
duty. Of particular concern, it seems, is the 
potential for Russian soldiers to hit the bottle 
while at work. 

What to do? Send ’em breathalyzers. 
DSWA is sending 60, along with calibration 
equipment and drug test kits to handle 10,000 
samples a year. 

DSWA will also send five polygraph 
systems, all as part of the Cooperative Threat 
Reduction Program, to ease the fears of some 
missile defense supporters who have raised the 
specter of the unreliable Russian soldier having 
access to nuclear weapons.

New National Guard Units to 
Handle Biological & Chemical 
Attack Response 

Specially trained National Guard units 
would help local and state officials respond to 
potential terrorist attacks from chemical, 
biological or even nuclear weapons. Defense 
Secretary William Cohen announced March 17. 

"These teams will arrive quickly, assess the 
scene and help ensure these affected areas get 
the federal assistance they need," Cohen said in 
a speech to the National Press Club. 

Over the coming year the Guard will set up 
10 units, each composed of 22 full-time 
members and 22 reserve members. Cohen has 
asked Congress for $49.2 million in next year's 
budget to pay for them, their training and their 
equipment. 


The teams "will be dedicated solely to 
assisting local civilian authorities in the event of 
a chemical or biological attack," Cohen said. 

The new units could be deployed to handle 
reconnaissance and decontamination missions. 
A new office will oversee coordination of the 
units with existing ones, officials said. 

The exact locations of the first 10 units will 
be chosen by May. In the meantime, plans are 
being drawn up for one unit to exist in each of 
the 10 localities used across the nation by the 
Federal Emergency' Management Agency , said 
Brig. Gen. Roger Schultz, who is deputy 
director of the Army's office for military' 
support. 

The support will come from both Air or 
Army National Guard units. For example, they 
could provide security forces to cordon off a 
potential site; medical support units; air 
transport; logistics or communications 
capabilities, among a number of things, Schultz 
said. 

Barred by federal law from acting in a 
police capacity, the military units will play a 
support role. Local authorities will retain their 
jurisdiction, and FEMA will keep its role of lead 
federal agency in handling disaster, officials 
said.

NJM Distributes Video to 
Sheriffs and Media 

The New Jersey 7 Militia handed 
complimentary 7 copies of the video Waco: 7 he 
Rules of Engagement to sheriff departments, 
police and media outlets in Mercer, Burlington 
and Camden counties Friday April 17. 

"We're doing this in memory of the 80 
people who died at the hands of federal police 
April 19, 1993," said Bob Figueroa, a 

militiaman from Trenton. "The state of New 
Jersey, and Camden county in particular, is in a 
potentially perilous position. Camden is home 
to the BATF, the agency 7 that first assaulted the 
peaceable Branch Davidians. No federal agent 
has ever been held accountable for that crime." 

Waco is based in part on forward looking 
infrared (FLIR) footage taken by military 
surveillance aircraft. The footage, obtained on a 
Freedom of Information request, suggests that 
FBI agents machine-gunned Davidians 
attempting to escape their burning church and 
home. What appear to be muzzle flashes from 
automatic weapons can be seen at the rear of the 
building, out of view of media observers some 
two miles distant. 

"We're asking the sheriff and police officers 
to check every' warrant before cooperating in 
any federal police operation," said Figueroa. 
"At Waco a federal magistrate judge signed a 
defective warrant based on alleged child abuse 
that was not only untrue but was not w ithin the 
BATF’s jurisdiction. Had the sheriff of 
McLellan County 7 seen the warrant he could 


have stopped the assault. But that's exactly 
what the feds did not want to happen.”

CHARGES AGAINST 
HORIUCHI DROPPED 

Not even a "mock trial" like the British used 
to give us? That seems to be the case. 

"A federal judge [May 147 dismissed state 
involuntary manslaughter charges against 
FBI sharpshooter Lon Horiuchi , who killed 
the wife of white separatist Randy Weaver 
during the 1992 siege at Ruby Ridge , Idaho. 
U.S. District Judge Edward Lodge accepted 
the Justice Department argument that 
Horiuchi was acting in the line of duty when 
he fired and was protected by the Supremacy 
Clause of the U.S. Constitution , in that he 
was working within the scope of his job," 
reported the AP. 

The court's decision completely 
contradicted what Louis Freeh said before the 
Senate concerning Ruby Ridge: "Those rules 
of engagement were contrary to law and 
FBI policy." 

" The judge cited the Supremacy Clause 
of the U.S Constitution , which immunizes 
federal authorities from liability when acting 
in the scope of their jobs, " reported the AP. 
How could Lon Horiuchi be operating "within 
the scope of his job " and "contrary* to law" at 
the same time? To compound the contradiction, 
the government has already paid the Weaver 
family $3.1 million for "wrongful -death" over 
the shooting of Vicki Weaver. (U.S. marshals 
had previously killed 14-vear-old Sammy 
Weaver.) 

"I don't trust the government too much for 
anything. It's a bad day for America , not just 
for our family. Even if it was an accidental 
death of Vicki , that doesn’t matter , because 
when he shot at us, he did it illegally, " said 
Weaver, expressmg surprise over the courts' 
decision. 

Weaver said he hopes Boundary County’ 
Prosecutor Denise Woodbury will reinstate the 
charge against Horiuchi. 

Diesel Therapy 

A former Idaho congressman, George 
Hansen, is "America's most famous political 
prisoner", according to the U.S. Citizens Human 
Rights Commission. 

"The odyssey of George Hansen in the 
nation's legal system," claims the organization, 
"is so brutal that it makes him the natural 
spokesman to the nation and the world of the 
terror experienced by thousands of Americans 
each year as they are ground under the heel of a 
ruthless justice system run amok." 

Hansen's nightmare began when James 
Cole, special counsel to the House Ethics 


Committee, went after him on alleged violation 
of Title 18, Sec. 1001 of the U.S. Code. He was 
accused of lying to the government by omitting 
specific information on his financial disclosure 
statement, and was indicted for "failure to 
report". 

During his incarceration Hansen was 
subjected to what federal inmates call Diesel 
Therapy, so named because of the continuous 
transport by diesel-powered vehicles. This 
takes place in transit to or from the detention 
facility to which the prisoner is ultimately 
assigned. 

"When the\’ chain you up, legs and wrists, 
the>’ put a thing called a stiffener on those they 
don't like. That's a small black box slightly 
larger than a pack of cigarettes. This is placed 
on the chains between the handcuffs and makes 
them rigid so your arms can’t move. Then the} 
run a chain from your arms and fasten it to vour 
waist. When the}’ do that it pulls your arms 
from a normal 180-degree angle to 90 degrees, 
putting your arms in a bind which cuts into the 
nerves of vour wrists so badly that, the result is, 
after an extended period of time like that, it 
requires weeks and sometimes months to get 
feeling and circulation back to your hands -and 
pretty much the same for your feet." 

After placing these manacles on hands and 
feet, "the} r strap you into a seat and you're so 
bound up with chains that if you have to go to 
the bathroom, you can't do anything about it." 

According to Hansen, the vehicles he was 
transported in reeked of urine and feces because 
the prisoners were chained for twenty hours a 
day. forcing them to accommodate their bodily 
functions without access to sanitation facilities. 

"The best thing you could do," Hansen 
advised others, "is the Biblical act of fasting. If 
you don't eat and don't drink, you don't have to 
go to the bathroom. The}’ do this to you for 
four or five weeks at a time; the}’ put you in 
chains about two in the morning, you get out 
about ten at night. And when you're bigger than 
average [Hansen is 6'6"] you're wedged in, 
sitting there twenty hours a day and you can't 
move your legs. Because the shackles cut off 
the return blood flow’ from vour lower 
extremities, soon your legs fill with blood, 
especially when you're 63 years old as I was 
then. Then you get to walk around with two 
barrels full of blood where your calves and 
lower legs should be. 

"The result of this is that your feet swell and 
become two to three sizes too large for your 
shoes. [Hansen claims that the marshals 
intentionally provided him with shoes several 
sizes too small.] This causes vour toes to jam 
into the ends of vour shoes and blood blisters 
form underneath your toenails. They’ then start 
growing straight up and to the side in the most 
grotesque manner. You can't believe what 
happens under those conditions. Your toes turn 
to knobs, becoming very disfigured, making it 
impossible to wear shoes. The only way I could 


get shoes on was to pull my toenails out by the 
roots, myself, with pliers. I now have ten toes 
without nails. 

"Because of the blood pooling in my shins 
for such extended periods of time, if I just 
skinned them, on the back of a seat or 
something, it formed open sores that didn't heal 
for as long as a year and a half. I couldn't get 
any medical attention because of their attitude 
toward me. They were trying to send me a 
message. 

"My legs looked like they were beaten with 
two by fours. When I went to Iran several years 
before... they showed me what the Shah had 
been doing to his people. If they didn't like 
w’hat you were doing, the}’ would smash your 
shins with boards and pull your nails out and 
break your teeth. I went to Congress recently 
and detailed what happened in Iran and told 
them 1 didn't even have to leave the country-I 
got the job done down the road about a hundred 
miles [in Petersburg, Virginia] -right here in the 
United States of America. It shook them up 
pretty’ badly. 

"The way’ they’ smashed my’ teeth out is they 
isolated me, arbitrarily, to a place where I had 
no communication with the outside world. They 
placed me where I had to do chemical testing on 
extremely hazardous substances with absolutely 
no protection. That caused my bones and teeth 
to go soft. I ended up with 24 teeth breaking off 
at the gum line. For three years I was not 
allowed to see a dentist. So far, it has cost me 
about $14,000 to try’ to repair my mouth. My 
dentist says I'm a dental cripple for life because 
the chemicals eroded not only my teeth, but my 
jawbone and gums." 

The actual "diesel therapy", Hansen says, is 
for the purpose of isolating a prisoner from the 
rest of the world for extended periods of time by 
keeping him in transit. This is a form of 
physical and emotional torture somewhat akin 
to sleep deprivation and brainwashing, but with 
much more serious physiological consequences. 

"I saw the U.S. A. in a different way. I 
surrendered to custody’ m Pocatello, went to 
Blackfoot [Idaho], down to Salt Lake City, 
Davis County jail, was put on an airplane, w’ent 
to Seattle, down to Sacramento, to Phoenix, 
over to Lompoc, down to Los Angeles, back to 
Phoenix then to Lompoc again then to Los 
Angeles and San Diego— all at taxpayer 
expense— then up to Denver and down to 
Oklahoma City to El Reno, then to Atlanta, then 
hopscotched up the coast by bus to several jails 
and prisons till I reached Petersburg FCI where 
I stayed. That was one diesel therapy trip," 
which, Hansen said, took over a month. 

After the Supreme Court declared Hansen 
innocent of any wrongdoing and that his case 
never should have been prosecuted, it still took 
the former legislator eight months to be 
released. Then the lower court judge decided 
not to let him travel on his own across country 
to be present at a release hearing. Instead, 


Hansen says Judge Edward Lodge put him back 
on diesel therapy and made him go back through 
the whole system again Hansen notes that 
Lodge is the object of petitions being presented 
to the Ninth Circuit Court of Appeals charging 
him with malfeasance of office for alleged 
judicial mishandling of the Randy Weaver affair 
at Ruby Ridge.

"104-GUN ARSENAL 
SEIZED IN STAFFORD" 

So reads a front page stoiy in the May 8 
Asbury Park Press. Dr. James M. Stanch, a 
psychiatrist, got into trouble with the powers 
that be when he reported a pistol stolen from his 
home. When the police arrived to take a report 
they noticed a number of gun safes— more than 
what was required for the two registered guns 
Stanch purchased here in NJ. 

The police later arrived with a "no-knock" 
warrant (Stanch wasn’t home) and started 
collecting the guns, valued at around $150,000, 
plus about 40,000 rounds of ammunition. One 
w 7 as a Uzi semi-auto converted to full-auto. 

"Some of them are old military? weapons 
and have historical value . And most of them 
were purchased in the state of Texas (Stanch's 


home state) legally . with a driver's license ." 
said Stanch.

"A new survey based on interviews with 
elected officials, political appointees and high 
level bureaucrats finds that a majority of those 
government insiders do not think .Americans 
know enough about issues to develop reasoned 
opinions about what should be done," reported 
the AP in an article titled, 'Lawmakers Doubt 
Citizens’ Knowledge.'
